53 A rare Armourer’s Model of a cap-a-pie Suit of Armour, 1441. high, French, 
circa 1600 


54 A FINE “ MAXIMILIAN” CHANFRON FOR A Horsz, it is of exceptionally good 
form and is decorated with radiating flutes, there are ear-pieces and a shield-shaped 
escutcheon plate, circa 1530 


55 A Burgonet of rare and early type, the skull is wrought in one piece with 
heavily roped comb, there are deep hinged cheek-plates with incisions to keep the 
movable umbril in position, the surface is decorated with embossed flutes, it carries 
a shield-shaped plume-holder, cerca 1540 


56 A fine state processional Halberd, it is etched with strapwork, fauns, masks, 
etc., on a blackened ground, also a shield of arms surmounted by a cardinal’s hat, 
there are four long decorated steel straps inlaid in the original haft, Bavarian, dated 
1589 


57 A Breastplate of good form with pronounced tapul, it has roped turnovers 
and movable gussets, together with tassets each of seven lames, 16th Century 


58 A FINE CLOSE HELMET, the skull of one piece with high comb and shield- 
shaped plume holder, the visor with double apertures, the ventail pierced with key- 
hole slots and circles, the chin-piece is secured to base of skull by a spring-catch, 
double gorget-plates at front and rear, it is decorated with elaborately etched bands 
of conventional ornament and retains traces of original gilding, South German, circa 
1570 


59 Another good close Helmet, the skull of one piece with plume-holder, the 
visor with double slots, the ventail with spring trap-door for breathing, there is a 
forked rest for support, it is designed to rotate upon a gorget, circa 1580 


60 An English “ mortuary ” Sword with chiselled basket hilt and back-edged 
blade, 38427. ; and a similar Sword, 41lin., 17th Century — 2 


61 An early Breastplate the surface decorated with radiating flutes, there are 
boxed triangular turn-overs, it bears a hinged lance-rest, J talian, circa 1520 
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62 <A fine Burgonet of unusual type, the skull and peaked umbril are of one 
piece with large plume-holder, the cheek-plates and neck-guard are laminated, late 
16th Century 


63 Another Burgonet of rare early type with large umbril and hinged cheek- 
plates, circa 1540 


64 <A good close Helmet, the skull of one piece with plunie-holder, the visor 
with double slots, deep ventail and triple laminated gorget-plates, Spanish, late 16th 
Century 


65 A VERY FINE RAPIER, the swept hilt is elaborately chiselled with figures, 
horsemen and animals, the blade of diamond-section inscribed TOLEDO, 4241”.

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78 , A good close Helmet, the skull of one piece with corded comb, the visor with 
double slots for vision, the ventail pierced on both sides with a series of circles and 
secured to the chin-piece by a spring-catch, there are single gorget-plates at front 
and rear with latten-headed rivets, ciyca 1600 


79 Another close Helmet, the skull, wrought in one piece has an unusual comb, 
high at the centre, the visor pierced with slots fits low into the ventail which is pierced 
for breathing on the dexter side, double gorget-plates at front and rear, probably 
English, late 16th Century 


80 A rare early pair of Elbow-Cops, they are fluted at the centre and engraved 
with lines, czvca 1500 


81 A good Sword-Rapier with bold spherical pommel, the grip covered with 
fish-skin, wide reversed curved quillons and double ring-guards, the long blade is 
six-sided and bears a maker’s mark, 554in., mid 16th Century 


82 A FINE CLOSE HELMET the skull of one piece with roped comb, the visor 
with apertures for sight, the ventail pierced for breathing purposes, is secured to the 
chin-piece with hook-and-eye, there are treble gorget-plates at both sides, it is decor- 
ated with etched and gilt bands containing military trophies, musical instruments, 
etc., Italian, circa 1570 


83 A FINE BREASTPLATE, it is embossed with three radiating bands and has a 
boldly roped turn-over and gussets, attached are three tace-plates also decorated 
with bands, circa 1540. 


84 A good Broadsword with basket hilt, the flattened circular pommel is 
chiselled with a rosette, wide reversed curved quillons with terminals of pineapple 
form, the fluted back-edged blade is engraved with the sun and moon, 40}7n., 17th 
Century 


85 A Rapier with chiselled hilt, the grip bound with silver, the blade bears 
an inscription, 46}7n. ; and a Broadsword, the hilt engraved with acanthus decoration 
and has a pierced shell guard, the blade with maker’s stamp, both 17th Century 2 


86 A good French cavalry Helmet of “ lobster-tail ”’ form, the fluted skull is 
surmounted with a finial and bears a large plume-holder, the broad neck-guard of
